WILLIAM J. BURNS 
DIES IN FLORIDA 


SARASOTA, Fla., April 14—(P)— 


| William J. Burns, whose success as 4 
 Mecective was unprecedented in the} 
annals of international crime, died at 
his winter home here tonight of a 
heart attack. He was 70 years old. 
His career began with the exposure 
of the Ohio tally sheets fraud in 1885 
and carried him through a series of 
important mysteries the 
country ever has known. 
One of the outstanding

of investigation of the department of | 
justice, a period which involved him 
in the repercussions of the Harding 
administration and the Teapot Dome | 
trials. 

In three years in this capacity— 
1921 to 1924—while closely associated 
with his Ohio friend, Attorney Gen- 
eral Harry M. Daugherty, Burns or- 
ganized the first nation-wide identt- 
fication bureau, an achievement he 
regarded as his greatest work. 

Born in Baltimore of Lrish parents, 
Burns was taken by his parents at an 
early age to Columbus. Ohio, where 
he was educated and where his father) 
became police eommissioner.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 14.—(4) 
A terrific explosion shattered and 
_ twisted Ohio’s new $6,000,000 state 
| office building here late today, killing 
five men and injuring at least 57 
‘others. 

A careful checkup by contractors 
‘late tonight revealed one known work- 
man was missing. Whether others 
were buried in the debris could not be 
determined for at least another 12 


hours. 

As soon as fire that followed in 
the wake of the blast was extinguish- 
ed, every agency at the command of 
the state was bent toward determin- 
Ly the cause of the disaster. 

Aided by county and’ city authori- 
'ties, state officials gathered at the 
scene of the blast and opened a probe 
in an effort to determine the cause. 
| Officers Suspect Bomb. 
| Workmen and fire department of- 
ficials were agreed that the explosion 
was not caused by natural or sewer 
gas, and some officers expressed the 
belief that a bomb of some sort may 
have spread death and destruction in 
the nearly-completed white marble 13- 
story structure. 

One fire department official, fa- 
miliar with explosives, said it seemed 
to him that nitro-glycerine had been 
set off in the southwest basement of 
the building. 

A large part of the beautiful struc- 
ture, which stands in downtown Co- 
lumbus, fronting on the Scioto river, 
resembled a war-torn fort tonight. | 

Rescue crews stumbled about in- 
side among the shattered piles of 
white Georgia marble attempting to 
clear out the wrecked lower floors and 
basement to bring out missing vic- 
tims.

Occasion Does Some of the 
Deciding. 

The occasion decides the costume. 
There is one kind of dress for lunch- 
eon, another for afternoon bridge, and 
still another for dinner. Each is 
appropriately styled to the occasion. 
Knowing this, can you imagine any- 
one shopping in a dinner dress, or 
wearing a sports suit to a formal 
dinner? 

Yet, this is what so many people 
are mistakenly doing with salads... 
serving simple, formal dinner salads 
at luncheons, and hearty luncheon 
salads at formal dinners. 

Each kind of salad has its appro- 
priate place... its own function in 
the pleasant art of dining. Some, 
undoubtedly, are best served at for- 
mal dinners. Others belong to the 
luncheon or the buffet supper. And 
still others are best suited to the 
bridge or other afternoon party. And 
their dressings do much to determine 
their appropriateness. 

The knack of knowing which salad 
to serve, and which dressing to serve 
with it, is very.easy to acquire. It 
is just as simple to prepare the cor- 
rect salad and the correct dressing as 
it is to prepare the incorrect one. 

A Few Suggestions in Good Taste. 
The friendly, informal luncheon 
consists of just a few courses and 
the service should be very simple. 
Here the salad is usually the prin- 
cipal dish. This appeals particularly 
to women. A suggested menu may 
Cocktail or Cream Soup 
(Or in the summer time a Jellied

The salad maf be servéd on in- 
dividual plates or on a platter which 
is passed to each person. If the in- 
dividual portions are to be served on 
the plates, the service should be sim- 
plified by arranging the plates in the 
pantry before the guests arrive. The 
dressing, however, need not be added 
until the salad comes to the table. 
Each guest may help herself to the 
dressing, taking just as much or as 
little as she likes. 

The hostess may exercise much in- 
genuity in decorating the salad plat- 
ter or plates—but she should bear 
in mind that only edible garnishes 
are in good taste. Cucumbers and 
radishes cut to represent flowers, 
lemon baskets or whole beets, filled 
with India relish or caviar, are at- 
tractive. Open sandwiches of many 
sorts, cream cheese balls, or Ameri- 
can cheese that has been grated and 
then shaped to represent carrots or 
strawberries—all these add interest 
to the salad course. 

The salad that is served on a plat- 
ter may be shaped in a ring or other 
large mold from which each guest 
euts a portion and transfers it to the 
salad plate. This plate has been set

1removed. Or individual portions of 
the salad may be so arranged on the 
platter with their accompanying gar- 
nishes that the guest sees at a glance 
just what she is supposed to take. 
The salad dressing may be served in 
a small silver or crystal bowl set in 
the center or at one end of the plat- 
ter. A gravy or sauce ladie should 
be in this bowl. 

Since the salad is to be the main 
course it should be hearty and sub- 
stantial. Salads of seafood or cold 
meat are excellent for the occasion 
and are liked by almost everyone. 
Aspics and jellied salads, which are 
becoming increasingly popular, and 
are likewise appropriate in the lunch- 
eon menu. 

The table setting should be simple 

. yet smart. A small cloth. white 
or colored—a runner and doilies—or 
refectory-cloths—are all correct A 
service plate is set at each place with 
a water glass just above and to the 
right of it, and a bread and butter 
plate and butter knife just above and 
to the left. To the right of the serv- 
ice plate is set a salad knife, if one 
is to be used, and next, the bouillon 
spoon. If there is a seafood cocktail 
as the first course, the cocktail fork 
is placed at the right of the knife. 
The napkin is placed on the service 
plate except when, to simplify the 
service, the fruit cocktail or other 
appetizer is placed on the table be- 
fore the guests are seated. In this 
case the napkin is placed at the left 
of the forks. When the dessert plate 
is brought in. it has upon it the fin- 
ger bowl, with a doily under it, and 
the dessert spoon or fork. The finger 
bowl or doily, of course, are to be re- 
moved by the gnests and placed in 
front and slightly to the left of the 
plate.

Tuna Fish Salad in Cucumber Boats. 
Tuna fish salad is a hearty and 
satisfying dish for the main course 
of a luncheon. Cut cucumbers in 
half lengthwise and hollow out the 
centers to hold the tuna fish. Place 
the cucumbers in ice water until 
needed. Marinate two cupfuls of tuna 
fish with French dressing. Before 
serving the fish, mix three hard- 
cooked eggs and one cupful of diced 
celery with it. Place in the cucum- 
ber boats. Then pour over it a 

ravigote dressing. 
Ravigote Dressing. 

Mash the yolks of three hard- 
cooked eggs until they are smooth. 
Then mix into them four tablespoon- 
fuls (one-quarter cup) of Wesson oil, 
three tablespoonfuls (a little less than 
one-quarter cup) of cream, one table- 
spoonful of vinegar and one-half tea- 
spoon of salt, one-eighth teaspoon of 
pepper and just a little paprika. Two 
tablespoonfuls of minced chives and 
two tablespoonfuls of very finely 
chopped hard-cooked egg whites may 
be added to this dressing.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—(UP) 
The huge government economy pro- 
gtam was mired tonight. 

As a house committee awaited new 
recommendations from President Hoo- 
ver on his “omnibus bill” to embody 
all phases of the proposed $200,000,- 
OO savings in appropriations for 
1933, a sharp debate broke in the 
senate over a 10 per cent reduction 
in the treasury and postoffice supply 
bill. 

This measure contains $180,000,000 
for federal building projects on which 
thousands of men are employed. An 
amendment to the measure by Sena- 
tor Kenneth MeKellar, democrat, 
Tennessee, asking for the reduction, 
which would exclude funds for build- 
ings and construction, was hastily of- 
fered. 

Not, however, before Senator Hiram 
Johnson, republican, California, and 
other senators had spoken bitterly of 
present unemployment conditions and 
efforts to economize in government 
operation. 

Moratorium and Economy. 

“Economy was not thought of when 
the moratorium was passed in De- 
cember,” Johnson — said heatedly. 
“Economy was in a different guise 
then. It will be in a different guise 
when the time comes for another mo- 
ratorium, in June. 

“We will make up for the morato- 
rium by taking money from building 
projects and forcing men to walk the 
streets,” ' 

Senator Royal Copeland, soe ered 
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New York, criticized any legislation 
which tended to increase unemploy- 
ment. He said within two weeks 20 
persons have died of starvation in 
New York hospitals. |

When playing against a Slam con- 
tract, it is generally a good rule to 
take a trick when you find it, but in 
a recent national event. in which some 
of the strongest players in the world 
were pitting their wits against each 
other, one of the world’s ranking play- 
ers elected to refuse to win a trick 
and thereby set a trap for the op- 
posing omg at which almost brought 
about the defeat of the Slam. The 
hand was played a few months ago 
in the annual contest for the city of 
Asbury Park challenge trophy. One 
of the critical deals in the final round 
was the following: 

North—Dealer. 

North and South vulnerable. 


The bidding of the hana follows 
accepted principles.. South’s Forcing 
Takeout (holding 4 honor-tricks) is, 


of course, obvious, as is South’s Raise | ' 


to the Slam contract after his partner | 
has shown that he can support a twice 
bid trump suit. | 


West opened the Queen of dia-| 
monds, South won with the Ace and | 
immediately took the club finesse. At 
most tables East won this trick im- 
mediately and then, after South had 
taken the necessary finesse in trumps, 
East and West were compelled to con- 
cede defeat. At two tables, however, 
East refused to win the first club 
trick with his King and at one this 
ruse resulted in the defeat of the con- 
tract, as the Declarer, wrongly plac- 
ing the club King in the West hand, 
then took the spade finesse, which 
held, and after drawing the adverse 
trumps, finessed the club suit the 
second time and lost a diamond trick 
as well. 

At the other table, 
elected to decline the club trick, the 
Declarer proceeded with more caution. 
While the play probably indicated that 
West held the club King, South could 
see no harm in making assurance 
doubly sure. After winning the sec- 
ond trick with the club Knave, he 
returned to his own hand with the 
Ace of hearts and led one of his dia~ 
monds to trump in the Dummy. A 
trump was then led and the Ten 
finessed, and when this held, South

The King of hearts was then led and 
the last diamond discarded. South 
now led a small heart, trumping with 
the Knave of spades and laid down 
the Ace and King of trumps, drawing 
the adverse trumps. South then led 
his last trump and it was only on 
the twelfth trick, when West, who 
had discarded his remaining club on 
the trump lead, failed to follow suit, 
that South realized the trap that East 
had set for him through his brilliant 
refusal to win the first club trick. 
Brilliant defense had been met by 
equally brilliant attacking measures 
and, as is usually the ease when the 
strategy is equally efficient, success 
had perched on the banners of the 
army having the heaviest battalions.
